Washington —(/P)— Senata debat 


on the bill to appropriate $375,000,OOC 
£or unemployment relief was openec 
today with the presentation of a sur 
vey of 810 cities, showing 305 o: 
them want federal help. 


Results of the survey were pre- 


sented by Chairman LaFollette o: 
the manufactures committee, one o: 
the authors of the bill. 


They were based on answers re 


celved from mayors or other offi 
cialg of the 810 cities to question 
airea sent out by LaFollette. 


The young "Wisconsin senator saic 


305 cities with a total population of 
9,711,100 favored federal approprla 
tions and 215 with a, population of 
4,C18,011 were opposed. 


LaFollette presented a summary 


•which said hundreds of cities had 
increased problems and Inadequate 
funds. 


In almost every city where there 


is no increase in appropriation, La 
Follette said, there is an increase in 
the number of unemployed. 


He cited Pensacola, Fla., with a. 


population of 31,500 which was able 
to appropriate 
only 
$1,200; Fort 


Dodge, Iowa, with a population o: 
21,000 with no increase since 1919 
and a jump in unemployed of almost 
100 per cent. 


Cohoea, N. T., he said, reported it 


had a population of 23,000 and wa 
bankrupt. 


Up In Both Houses 


The administration-opposed 
ques- 


tion of direct federal relief to 
the 


unemployed was injected today into 
both houses of congress. 


An appeal was put before a house 


committee by Representative Hud- 
dleston (D., Ala.) for help 
to care 


for those out of work. 


He sought approval of his 
o\vn 


hill to put $100,000,000 at the dispos- 
al of the president for relief work. 


Other witnesses came to advocate 


the $375,000,000 LaFollette-Costigan 
bill which is before the senate with 
the approval of one of its committee. 


Huddleston told a labor sub-com- 


mittee it would be impossible 
for 


him "to overstate the need for help 
among my people .-it least 25,000 In 
the Birmingham, area are being fed 
by charity and 25,000 more are with- 
out sufficient food," he said.

Most people were glad enough to 
stay inside.

agreement was reached.

condition. To them we are indebt 
ed for many of our living condi 
tions, our social habits and for our 
religions. 
This country, known a*. 


the crossroads of the world, has been 
invaded scores of times by people 
from the north and from the south 
and during these invasions there has 
been intermarriage until today the 
race la hard to determine. 


There ar« two languages general 


Jy spoken, Turkish by the Asiatic 
people of the north and Arabic by 
the Semetic people of the 
south 


Their religion is almost solely Mos 
lem or Mohammedan, although there 
are many unitg of Christians. 


Students entering 
the school a' 


which Prof. Nickoley is dean come 
almost entirely from parents who 
are illiterate. 
Yet the surprising 


thing is that these boys and girls 
are highly successful in their college 
work, despite the fact that all theii 
work must be done in English, to 
them s. foreign 
language.

Nickoley explained that the college 
is founded on the principles of the 
Ktate of New York 
and the same 


standards are maintained there. He 
said he would not be afraid to com 
pare his students with those in any 
American college. .

Saturday the sheriff 
received 25 


cots and 50 blankets from the state 
quartermaster's 
department 
at 


Madison. The cots have been set 
up on the third floor or the attic'of 
the jail. The addition of these cots 
makes it possible for all of the men 
to have a bed te sleep on. Before 
the receipt of these cots the trans- 
ents who first arrived received as- 
signments to the 18 bunks on the 
second floor of the jail, while the 
rest had to sleep on the concrete 
floor. 


When the transients arrive at the 


|ail they are required to take a 
th and to wash their clothing be- 


fore they are permitted to stay. For 
supper they are usually given hot 
coffee, a hot dish of some nature, 
and bread and butter. For breakfast 
they usually receive an egg, a sweet 
roll or some cereal, bread and but- 
ter and coffee. 


Mr. Lappen estimates that dur- 


ing February the number of trans- 
ients which will be taken care of 
will be nearly as high as in Janu- 
ary if the cold weather continues.

Suggestion Comes f r o m 


Faculty Committee at Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin 


Madison—W)1—Among suggestions 


contained in the report of the spe- 
cial faculty committee Investigating 
athletics at the "University of Wis- 
consin were that athletics "b» re- 
turned to the students" and not be 
used as tests of coaches' 
abilities 


and that the Big Ten should frame 
a new and "more realistic definition 
of amateurism." 


Under the heading, "Suggestions 


for Conference Action," the report 
says: 


"(1) Intercollegiate games 
must 


be preserved as contests 
between 


competing student athletes and not 
as tests of the abilities of profes 
sional coaches who minutely direct 
the actions of the players, both on 
the practice and playing fields. 
A 


spirit of healthy play should be re 
introduced and the "game returned 
to the students." 
This cannot of 


course be accomplished by legisla- 
tion alone, but an advance toward 
the desired ends can be made if the 
size of the coaching staffs, particu- 
larly in football, be 
reduced; 
if 


scouting be prohibited in so far as 
this can be done without returning 
to less desirable spying; If directive 
coaching during games be abolish 
ed; it coaches eliminate as far as 
possible the drudgery of practice; 
and If secret practice be abolished 
and out-of-season practice in foot 
ball and basketball be eliminated for 
all except first jear men. 


(2) The Intercollegiate Conference 


should frame a new and more realis 
tic definition of amateurism. Sucl 
a definition should bo

j with the highest principles of sports 


I manship, but should not bo so tech 
nical or artificial as to be practical 
ly impossible of honest enforcement 
In particular, the new definition o: 
amateurs should not prevent particl 
pation in other collegiate sports bj 
a student who earns money during 
the summer playing baseball.

The University of Wisconsin

thousand of the finest troops in all 
China streamed into this city today 
and lined up along the riverfront 
where a number of Japanese war- 
ships lay at anchor. 


They barricaded themselves behind 


sandbag fortifications on the city 
wall and the situation grew intense 
while civilians moved back into safer 
ground. 


Many of these refugees came only 


a few days ago from Shanghai but 
they were so terrified at the men- 
acing aspect of developments heie 
today that they piled into British 
steamers bound back for Shanghai. 


Some of the Japanese ships put 


landing parties on the clocks but 
there were no open hostilities. 


This .evening the Japanese consul 
general called on Low "Wen-Kan, the 
Chinese foreign minister who re- 
mained behind when the seat of gov- 
ernment was transferred last week 
to Loyang. 
The consul lodged a 


formal protest against the fighting 
at Shanghai, charging that the Chi- 
nese started it. 


The foreign minister retorted that 


since the fighting began in Chinese 
territory the Japanese must have 
been the instigators. The conference 
ended without having accomplished 
anything substantial.

the foreign office regarded it as for- 
mal nevertheless, and as something 
more than diplomatic representation 
it has considered other communica- 
tions forwarded by Washington. 


The British 
ambassador made a 


similar protest and the ambassador 
from France conferred with the for- 
eign minister. 


The American 
protest contends 


that the Japanese are aggravating 
the situation at Shanghai by using 
the international 
settlement as a 


base. 


The Japanese army, which prose- 


cuted the campaign against the Chi- 
nese in Manchuria, will not immedi- 
ately take a hand in the Shanghai 
situation, which is to be left for the 
time being to the navy, officials of 
the government announced today. 


The duties of the army in Manchu- 


ria, were reported increasing, 
how- 


ever, and officials 
said the 
full 


strength of the Manchurian power 
will be directed against Harbin, In 
spite of the fact that Soi'iet Russia 
today indicated it might protest the 
entry of Japanese troops into that 
city. 


A Japanese division yesterday was

Chicago — (IP) — Railway labor, 


from section hand to engineer, takes 
a 10 per cent wage cut today, with 
:he hope it will give work to its job- 
less and speed the leturn of better 
times. 
The agreement which authorized 


the nation's railroads to take $215,- 
000,000 out of the pay envelopes of 
the workers for one year was signed 
last night by leaders of both sides. 
It was a voluntary concession on 


the Part of labor at the request of 
the rails. Had the workers chosen 
they could have forced the carriers 
to take the reduction demand before 
a board of arbitration with conse- 
quent months of delay. Their rate 
of pay is protected by contract. 


In return the workers 
received 


certain concessions to a compromise 
program they proposed, chief among 
them being the assurance the rails 
would do as much as conditions 
would justify to use the wage cut 
savings toward relieving 
the dis- 


tress of 700,000 jobless and 600,000 
only partly employed. 


The final scene, enacted in the 


conference room of a loop hotel, 
climaxed 17 days of 
negotiations 


that were without precedent m the 
history of rail-labor relations. Never 
before had the two factions pooled 
their efforts to solve a problem of 
like nature or magnitude. 


Labor's Viewpoint 


As labor made the decision known 


its chief, David Brown Robertson 
gave emphasis to the reason for the 
concession: 


"In the hope that our action," he 


said, "may improve the health of 
our industry, may improve the rela- 
tions of management and employes, 
may stimulate a revival of business 
and may advance the general wel- 
fare, we have decided "to accept the 
proposal." 


And Daniel "Willard, the veteran

have been "wasted" on housing and 
they cite the fact that virtually all 
this new building was financed by 
private German capital and by Gov- 
ernment funds derived from taxes on 
rents and dwellings erected before 
the inflation. 


It is true that 99 per cent of the j 


American long-term Investments in 
Germany went directly into other 
than housing projects. But this is 
beside the point. If a German city 
takes an American loan to build gas 
works—and $235,000,000 of our loans 
went into State and city-owned pub-1 
lie utilities—the population 
is re-! 


lieved of just that much in taxes, | 
which might have been raised to 
provide money for gas works. 


If an equivalent sum of taxes is 


nevertheless collected and expend- 
ed on housing, the next effect is the 
same as if American capital had 
been devoted directly to the building- 
of dwellings. 


Loans Carefully Made 


And this is precisely what hap- 


pened. The vast majority of Ameri- 
can loans to Germany were made 
with the utmost care and were wise 
from every normal business stand- 
point. They were made for produc- 
tive enterprise that in normal cir- 
cumstances could have been depend- 
ed upon to produce considerably 
more than the necessary interest on 
sinking funds It was only when the 
nation as a whole went insolvent 
that individual enterprises to which 
Americans had lent their money be- 
came unabl© to pay. 


Germany blames her national in- 


solvency on the reparations. The 
thrifty French charge Germany with 
having brought her insolvency upon 
herself by spending far in advance 
of her means on the principle that 
"there is no use saving money to 
pay France." 


From both these points of view, 
the American 
deduction must be 


that the insecurity of investments in 
this country is in any case largely, 
if not exclusively, due to the in- 
ability of the French and Germans 
to reach an agreement. 


In addition to §2,500,000,000 spent 


in Germany on new housing 
since 


1919, she has expended since 1924 an 
estimated 53,000,000,000 on the relief 
of unemployment—a figure reached 
by taking the average total of unem- 
ployed each year since 
1924 and 


multiplying it by 600 marks per year 
per jobless person. 


This is a miuimum estimate inas- 


much as the Minister of Labor has 
stated that the average expenditure 
up to this year was 1,000 marks pel- 
person. 


Against this expenditure, the same 


criticism may be advanced that ap- 
plies to the expenditure on houses, 
namely, that it might have been less. 
Leaving aside all humanitarian con- 
siderations, its obvious expenditure 
on doles might have been reduced by 
approximately 
one-third 
for 
the 


years 1924 to 1930 without eliciting 
the danger of a revolution, inas- 
much as the doles have now been 
reduced by about one-third and the 
danger of the 
revolution appears 


still to be remote. 


Housing Work Halts 


The expenditure- on housing con- 


struction has also virtually ceased 
today and the Government has pro- 
hibited the erection of public build- 
ings for a period of years. It is im- 
portant to note that both the cessa- 
tion of building and the reduction 
of social relief became most marked 
tinder the pressure of the necessity 
of paying Germany's private obliga 
tions. 


These reductions of expenditures, 


tog-ether with many others, amount- 
ing, lor example, in the 1931 bud- 
gets of the Reich states and muni- 
cipalities to about $600,000,000, were 
never attempted in anything like 
their present dimensions under the 
pressure of the obligation to pay the 
reparations. 


This, in addition to the proof fur- 


nished by the 1931 reduction of im- 
ports and the resultant export sui- 
plus, is only a further evidence ol 
the desperate willingness of the Ger- 
man people to pay their private 
debts and that their 
equally des- 


perate unwillingness to pay the re- 
parations. 


Finally, the item of German cted- 


its to the Soviet Union appears to 
many of Germany's creditors as an 
unwarranted assumption of risk on 
the part of a country unable to 
meet all its foreign obligations. This 
item has somewhat more complicat- 
ed aspects than the other two, but 
one fact may be established: It as 
not necessary to prove that Ameri- 


ca's loans were directly employed to 
finance German-Russian business In 
order to prove that American money 
was actually, if Indirectly used for i 
this purpose. 


Helping Soviet Trade 


Exactly as in the case of expendi- 


tures on housing, it is true 
that 


American loans to the. Reich and the 
German states enabled the authori- 
ties to divert tax revenues to pro- 
vide in part a government guaran- 
tee on Soviet orders. This guarantee- 
is In the form of an export subsidy. 


Thus American capital that re- 


fused to place itself at the disposal 
of America's Russian business is 
eventually applied to the German- 
Soviet business. 


An even more Interesting circum- 


stance is that the Soviet's debts 
abroad are still being: paid in full and 
punctually while Germany's debts 
abroad are being paid neither In full 
nor punctually. 
This, with a. full 


recognition o£ tho peculiar German 
embarrassment and ignoring future 
possibilities in both Germany and 
the Soviet Union compels the con- 
clusion that investment la credit to 
the Soviet Union has been up to 
the moment a safer investment than 
investment in credits to Germany. 


From this indisputable, 
ironical 


fact of oxpeiience proceeds the- con- 
clusion that Soviet trade has been 
an asset on German accounts and 
that without it Germany -would be, 
still less able to meet her obligations 
than she is today. 


In 3931 Germany exported about 


$70,000,000 more to the Soviet Union 
than she took from the Soviet Union 
and this surplus contributed about 
10 per cent of the total German ex- 
port surplus, -which, in turn, helped 
her to meet her obligations abroad. 


But the Soviet share of this sur- 


plus was not immediately realizable 
in full. 
For although 
the Soviet 


Union in 1931 placed orders for more 
than $200,000,000 worth of goods in 
Germany the Soviet Union will pay 
this sum in installments as follows: 
S47.000,000 in 1932, $124,000,000 in 
1933, 
543,000,000 in 1934. 


$300,000,000 Credits for Soviet 
Germany has gone 
further 
In 


granting credits to the Soviet Union 
than any other country. According 
to the Berlin Chamber of Commerce 
the sum of Soviet credits now out- 
standing in Germany is about ?30,- 
000,000, or more than one-half of the 
five or six hundred million dollars 
of Soviet credits estimated by the 
Chamber to be outstanding in the 
world. 


German extension of credits to the 


Soviet Union has increased employ- 
ment and thereby decreased expen- 
ditures on doles and it has promoted 
activity in trade, the balance of both 
these results being advantageous to 
Germany's foreign creditors. 


On the other hand German credits 


to the Soviet Union have required 
about $170,000,000 
of Government 


money to provide the 70 per cent 
guarantee furnished by the Reich 
and the German states. And one re- 
sult of Germany's unusually large 
investment in Soviet trade 
is to 


make- Germany more dependent than 
any other nation upon Soviet sol- 
vency for the maintenance of re- 
gaining of her own solvency. 


Nevertheless until the Soi iet Un- 


ion ceases to meet its obligati/ns, the 
"German diversion of American capi- 
tal into Soviet credit remains In the 
form of an investment less profitable 
than either of the other classes of 
German expenditures in most coun- 
tries abroad.

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RAIHLE "NOT GUILTY" 


The prompt acquittal of Paul H. 


Raihle accused of an attempt to bribe 
State Senator Smith of Eau Claire to 
vote against utility legislation 
last 


winter, will be seized upon, of course, 
as a vindication for him and a gross 
and political abuse of power upon the 
part of the authorities. 


But the matter cannot be resolved 


that easily. 


Criticism of the jury and its verdict 


is not necessary in order to conclude 
that Raihle was guilty of following a 
sinister and despicable course. Several 
townsmen of Senator Smith, who had 
known him for upwards of twenty 
years, swore that his reputation for 
truth and veracity in the community 
\vhere he resided was bad and that 
they would not believe him under oath. 
When that sort of evidence can be pro- 
duced from reputable witnesses there 
is generally a pretty fair foundation 
for it. 


But leaving Senator Smith out of the 


story and taking Raihle's own version, 
he has come far from clearing his 
skirts of crime even though he walks 
out of the courtroom a free man. 


He went to Madison to get votes of 


senators and assemblymen. He adopt- 
ed a reprehensible system. He loaded 
up with whisky. When Senator Smith 
sat at the table he faced two full bot- 


' ties, which didn't long remain in that 


condition. 


While talking with this senator 


whose $500 salary had not been raised 
with the other senators because he was 
a holdover, Mr. Raihle, in brotherly 
love, of course, offered to arouse the 
citizenry to contribute the other $1900 
in appreciation of the splendid services 
of this whisky guzzling senator some 
of whose townsmen would not believe 
him under oath. 


Despite the reflection upon his repu- 


tation, Senator Smith emerges from the 
contest on a much higher plane than 
does Mr. Raihle. If Smith became 
drunk at least he sobered up. If, when 
full of "bottled sunshine and dyna- 
mite" he weakly supported 
Raihle's 


plans, sober, his conscience smote him 
and he told the truth. 


Bribery is often unspoken. The pay- 


ment of money directly is not the only 
method employed. 


Raihle was guilty of moral bribery, 


if we may so term his acts. And it is 
better for government in Wisconsin 
that men of his calibre and character 
be publicly exposed. 


"THE MAN ON HORSEBACK" 
Several times since the war with 


China in 1895 the militarists in Japan 
have asserted power to the confusion 
of the duly organized government. 


During the past ten years Japan's 


policy, particularly under the direction 
of Baron Shidehara has been one of 
conciliation towards China as well as 
the rest of the world. But China's 
seemingly perpetual internal 
strife 


with its resultant hardship upon Japan 
who was the greatest loser by it, has 
given the military authorities the op- 
portunity for which they have been 
impatiently waiting. 


The Shidehara cabinet resigned be- 


cause it could not control the dispo- 
sition of General Honje's troops 
in 


Manchuria or carry out definite assur- 
ances made to the League of Nations. 


It seems now that full authority with 


power to act was given into the hands 
of the Japanese admiral at Shanghai 
and in disregard of treaty obligations 
previously assumed. 


The attack upon Shanghai makes an 


already dangerous situation precarious. 
It is the inevitable result whe:i civil 
power which reflects the people's wish- 
es and is intent upon observing hu- 
mane standards is put aside and all 
control centered on the militarist, "the 
man on horseback." 
, Military leaders too often run amuck. 
.JVVmr and waste, famine and bloodshed. 


SPAPFRI 


invariably mark their control of af-- 


fairs. 


Our own jealous regard for the right 


of the civil authorities even asserted 
itself when as popular and victorious a 
general as Sherman sought to make 
peace with the southern states and was 
taken sharply to task by Secretary of 
War Stanton and directed to fight and 
that the civil authorities would still di- 
rect national affairs. 
It made a bit- 


ter, personal controversy but Stanton 
was right. 


With Japanese military leaders di- 


recting her national affairs, with blood 
flowing and the presses of propaganda 
working night and day the greatest in- 
dication of sanity in the picture is in 
the great powers going cautiously, 
speaking mildly, holding their tempers. 


DEMOCRATIC POLICIES 


The Democratic leaders at Wash- 


ington are giving the country a good 
exhibition of the difference between a 
party in power and one clawing its way 
to power. 


The Democratic party knows it is on 


trial, that this session of congress will 
leave with the people either the con- 
viction that it is sensible and may be 
trusted with control of all departments 
of the government, or that it is flighty, 
uncertain and insincere, in which case 
it were better to leave it standing on 
the doormat. 


As far as the session has gone there 


has been a noticeable effort by Demo- 
cratic leaders to confer fully upon im- 
portant measures and to act in unison. 
While our halls of fame will always 
hold a pedestal for the independent, we 
should never lose sight of the fact that 
party organization, despite the faults 
that may be laid to it, is capable of and 
has delivered in the past the most sat- 
isfactory government this or any oth- 
er country has ever known. 


The revenue measures Necessary to 


pass at this session in order to make 
national income balance with national 
expenditures furnish another delicate 
and critical test. Some additional bur- 
den, it seems to be agreed, will go up- 
on income taxes. But it is noticeable 
that there is a gathering crowd of 
statesmen who favor reducing the ex- 
emption of the single man from $1500 
to $1000, of the married man from 
$3500 to $2500 which will include near- 
ly 2,000,000 more taxpayers. 


There is a strong moral reason why 


every person- with a thousand dollars 
income should pay an income tax be it 
even but a dollar. It is a two-fold rea- 
son. ' He owes it to his government 
anyway, and only through a material 
interest can he be aroused sufficiently 
to take that deep, personal interest 
which every voter should have in the 
important financial measures which 
affect stability and prosperity so fun- 
damentally. 


Will the Democratic party attempt 


to fawn and weepingly toady over the 
people or will it come out straightfor- 
ward with sensible, liberal but always 
practical measures? 


Will it play to the galleries upon the 


theory that most of the people want 
catch-words and empty promises or 
will it assume instead that the aver- 
age American, be he in overalls or 
broadcloth, knows and appreciates a 
fair and sound program when he sees 
it? 


It is at the turnpike crossroads. Its 


selection of a course will have much to 
do with the results next November.

CARBON DIOXIDE FOB 


HICCOUGH 


I only wish, writes a correspon- 


dent, that you could have a page in 
the paper, for the lay public surely 
needs training in the

health. . . I came across 
"Control 


of Hiccough with Carbon Dioxide 
by a Simple Re-breathing Method," 
by Dr. Lewis A. Golden, in New 
England Medical Journal 
June 4, 


1931: 


An ordinary paper bag of me- 


dium size such as is used 
by 


shopkeepers is placed on the 
patient's face and held so that 
it tightly incloses the 
mouth 


and nose. The patient is 
in- 


structed to breathe into the bag. 
As 
the available 
oxygen 
is 


breathed from the bag it is re- 
placed by carbon 
dioxide 
ex- 


haled by the patient. The carbon 
dioxide accumulates so that in 
several minutes the 
saturation 


of carbon dioxide is enough to 
produce a therapeutic effect. In 
six cases treated by this simple 
means the hiccough was check- 
ed in one case in four minutes 
after it had 
persisted for 48 


hours. In four of the others the 
hiccough had been of 
shorter 


duration but all but one were 
relieved in 3 to 6 minutes. 
In 


one case theYe was relief, but 
the hiccoughing started 
again 


after several hours, and the pa- 
tient put on the bag again and 
relieved himself at home. 
The idea is simple 
and 
quite 


harmless, and it is well worth 
a 


trial in any case of intractable hic- 
coughs. Inhalations of carbon diox- 
ide gas, mixed with air or with oxy- 
gen, from an inhalator bag, 
have 


been used with success In the treat- 
ment of a large number of cases of 
prolonged hiccoughs. 
Usually 


mixture of 10 per cent carbon diox- 
ide with 90 per cent air or oxygen 
is used. 


The proportion of carbon dioxide 


naturally present in the air is nor- 
mally so small a fraction of one per 
cent that it is negligible. 
In the 


outgoing breath the proportion of 
carbon dioxide increases to approxi- 
mately 5 per cent so that by repeat- 
ed rebreathing of the air in the pa- 
per bag most of the oxygen would 
be assorbed by the lungs and re 
placed by carbon dioxide. So it is 
probable that the concentration o) 
carbon dioxide in the bag 
woul,c 


rise to 10 per cent after a minute or 
more of rebreathing.

ommended by Dr. Golden has the

Monday night, "events have dem- 
onstrated that the increase in num- 
ber was a source of weakness rather 
than of strength." 


Middle West Hit 


During 1931 there was a total of 


1,318 bank failures within the two 
geographical areas classified as east 
•north-central and west north- cen- 
tral. The first comprises the stats 
of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan 
and Wisconsin, whicjli had 609 fail- 
ures, and the 
second- Minnesota, 


Iowa, 
Missouri, 
South 
Dakota, 


North Dakota, Nebraska and Kan- 
sas with 709. In 1930 these two di- 
visions had a total of 692 failures, so 
that for the two years they liave 
witnessed the closing of over 2,000 
of their banks, or 60 per cent of the 
entire number of suspensions in the 
United States. 


This obviously indicates a weak- 


ness in the banking structure and in 
banking practice and one that it will 
be the effort of congress to improve 
when it gets around to it. Of course, 
the tremendous decline in farm pro- 
ducts and in the value of farm lands

In 1930 there were 215 banking- 


failures in the soutti Atlantic states 
as against 257 last year. In the east 
south,-central states, which includes 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama and 
Mississippi there were 141 in 1930 
and 153 in 1931. In the west soutli- 
central states.- which embrace Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma 
and 


Texas, there were less failures last 
year than in the year previous ow- 
ing in the drop in Arkansas from. 
133 to 58. 


On both sides 
of the 
continent 


there was an increase in failures last 
year over those in 1930. For instance, 
the New England states had only 
twelve suspensions the year after the 
panic began, while in 1931 the num- 
ber was 33. In the

coast 


states of "Washington, Oregon and 
California failures in 1930 numbered 
11. In 1931 they were 54. The middle 
Atlantic states were relatively im- 
mune from banking troubles in 1930, 
when the total suspensions reach- 
ed 30, whereas a year later they hart 
mounted up to 230, of which 137 
were in Pennsylvania.

that suspended in 1930 and in 1931 
with total deposits oC $2,662,000.000, 
the number reopened is 409, or about 
12 per cent, with deposits of about
